Pete Musico 
replied yep, and posted a screenshot of a conversation with 
Facebook user Phils Eibar, I called out one. CHS I’ve seen 


him before, I think it’s Beaker. I’m sorry I’ve seen him 





before, I think Beaker. Pete Musico replied LOL. CHS 


replied posted on him selling guns, I think. Pete Musico 





replied yeah, I did a background check on that guy, and he’s 


a federal agent who works with the ATF. CHS replied well 


look me up. Musico, I’m sorry I’m on page seven of seven 
now. This is a synopsis then here. This is we’re no longer

This was my partner Jason Chambers. 
Okay. So one of either you or partner wrote that? And you 
would agree with me this -- this synopsis reads Musico then

Okay, on top of the twenty four thousand payment?

Okay. Is there any other, did he receive any other assets 


like a car? 





I mean all the other assets are included in the 
reimbursement, so there’s a you know there’s a computer, a 
phone, communication devices and accessories that go with 


that, that were included in the six thousand dollar 





reimbursement that -- that was accounted for. 
Okay. So that’s a total, yesterday I had thirty thousand, 


but it’s more like fifty four thousand, in total 
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compensation? 

That’s correct; fifty four thousand is what I had as my total 
payment. 

Okay. And you testified yesterday he -- you -- he -- he was 


instructed, well let me back up. Well yeah, I’ll ask the 











question. He was instructed that he’s not allowed to do 


anything illegal, correct?

And that -- that’s not illegal, is it?

Yeah. Develop regional QRF’s and squad tactics that is not 
illegal either? 
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No. 

Okay. And the rest, they -- your also -- when you create any 
group I mean your allowed to exclude others from any private 
organization, right? 

That’s correct. 

So you can say no, no police allowed, no you know no 


republicans, no democrats allowed, if your -- you're the 








opposite, your allowed to say those types of things? 


Sure, when you’re the leader of the group you have complete 





discretion over who your group members are. 
So when you began your investigation, they -- nothing -- 


nothing illegal had even happened? 





That’s not correct. 

Okay. What -- what -- what happened or what -- what illegal 
actions were taken in the beginning of your investigation in 
April of 2020? 

One of the first things we learned from Pete was that in the 


past he had tracked down an MSP law officer’s personal 





residence and threw a Molotov cocktail through the window and 





stood outside to shoot the officer. So that pretty much day 


one of the investigation. 





Okay. And you learned that that actually happened? 
I don’t know that that happened I couldn’t find reports of 
that. 


Right. And you would agree guys kind of talk -- talk crap 
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with their friends, with the boys? 
They can. It’s not the type of talk that I -- that I talk in 
the locker room. 

Sure, but maybe a - I agree, but you -- you -- you say you 
said you looked and there was not even a police report, 
COrrect? 


Well I didn’t have a name of he officer, so I didn’t -- I 





couldn’t find or query databases, and I didn’t know which 


database to query because I wasn’t sure if it was an MSP 





officer he didn’t provide the description of how he was able 








to obtain the officers home, or who it was or even what -- 


what state it was in. I assumed based on the context of the 








conversation that it was a trooper. 
Okay. 


And that it was in Michigan, and I couldn’t find it. 





And you said that Pete -- Pete did this for being issued a 








traffic ticket? 





He said that he was pulled over I don’t know if a ticket was 
issued or not. 
Okay. But you know throwing a Molotov cocktail is pretty -- 


pretty serious crime, correct? 





Yeah, it was an alarming statement. 





Okay. But the -- you’re saying you did your due diligence 





and couldn’t find even a police report on this?

Well Pete had told members of the Watchman to download OnxX 





hunting app, so that you could research law enforcement names 





in the area that you live, so that at that time he was 





talking about doing what he called no knock raids in

retaliation for duckenlemp. So that was actually the more 











pressing concern, is some of the future violence h - he was 
talking about doing, which he had not yet committed. 


Okay. And downloading this app I think it called OnX is not 





an illegal app to have on your phone? 

Correct. You could have, anybody could have that app. 
Okay. Pete was not a -- at this time not a leader of the 
Wolverine Watchman? 

No, he was a leader. 


At this time it was just Morrison and Bellar were the admins 





of the Facebook page though, right? 
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That’s correct. 


And since there are multiple admins on a Facebook page if the 








page were to post something you don’t know who -- which admin 


posted it, correct? 
No, you would see who posted on the wall there’s a public 


wall, I mean you could and maybe to the spirit of your 








question more is if posted like the mission statement or the 


picture I wouldn’t know which admin did that. But if you 



































post on the -- on the wall group members who are in that 
closed group could then see who posted that.

So once -- once we 





had this phone call I learned who Adam Fox was and I had 
learned that he had been in Dublin Ohio and we initiated 


investigations following these two phone calls. 








Okay. I thought you said that you - you had assets at the 


Dublin meeting in Ohio? 





So when I say we there I mean the FBI generally speaking. 
Me, as an agent out of Detroit did not -- did not have 
assets. 

Before you had this phone call with Adam Fox did you - did

Wolverine Watchman as well as the kidnapping plot against the 
governor. 


Okay. So what multiple attack plans that you just mentioned 





did Mr. Bellar support, and in what way did he support them? 





Well Mr. Bellar supported the Wolverine Watchman’s initial 
attack plans of storming the Capital. 
Did storming the Capital ever occur by the Wolverine Watchman 


or any of the members seated in the courtroom today? 








Well they got into the Capital, whether they stormed it or 








not they certainly were able to probe the Capitals defenses 
and make -- make progress towards that plan. 

Okay. What other plan? 

They talked about kidnapping politicians and law enforcement 
officers in their homes. 


Okay. And did those ever occur actually? 





No, they did not. 
Okay. And what support did Mr. Bellar provide to that plan? 


So Mr. Bellar laid out the training itinerary and he 





recruited members, he helped vet members and he participated 
in training as a - with his expertise as -- which is 


emergency medicine. 





Okay. Now you -- do you remember the series of questions 





that Mr. Kirkpatrick asked you about different techniques 











that were used, so kill houses for instance, shoot houses, 
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correct?

A. So that means two doors next to one another that open inwards 
into like a public building such as the Capital as opposed to 
somebody’s house, which just has a singular door. 

Q. Okay. What else? 

A. Well they specifically talked about ambushes including 
planned ambushes versus opportunity ambushes. 

Os What’s the difference? What does that mean? 

A. Well an opportunity ambush could happen at a protest; it 
could happen when the time is right with the crowd, which 
they certainly talked about frequently. A planned ambush was 
the more specific detailed plan of kidnapping politicians in 
their homes. 

Oa Anything else? 

A. Yes, they talked about convoy tactics and they talked about 
taking down a hostile vehicle. 

Q. What is a convoy tactic? 

A. Well a convoy is something that protection details would use 





to protect a dignitary or head of state or for instance the 


Governors protection detail. It’s something that law 
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enforcement would do to protect a politician from being 
targeted. 

So you said convoys and then you said something after that, 
Put I forgot? 

Yeah, I said one of the training items was taking over a 
hostile vehicle. 

And so how does that relate? 


Well I guess in plain experience that I normally have we'd 











call that carjacking. 








And what is that, taking over a hostile vehicle?

That would mean using force typically a weapon in this case 











as they were training to take that vehicle, take over custody 








and control of that vehicle from the operators of that 





vehicle and in this case operators who are fighting back 
against them.

came up when we were talking about the June 20th Vac Shack 





meeting and Mr. Bellar’s involvement in violence against law 
enforcement. 

Okay. Was this something talked about in the Vac Shack 
meeting on 6/20? 

Well we talked about attacking Michigan State Police in the 
Vac Shack meeting.

And then I think it got conflated with the Peebles Ohio 





attack planning by Barry Croft.

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of Vac Shack meeting. Did Mr. Bellar do anything to 





contribute or refine the plans that were discussed at that 
Vac Shack meeting on 6/20?

Well during the 6/20 conversation at the Vac Shack he brought 


up the concept of overwatch. And he specifically talked 





about having snipers in hotels around the Capital, so they 


could attack law enforcement when Adam Fox stormed the 





Capital. He also brought up the tradecraft that the 
Wolverine Watchman used as far as vetting members into the 


group. How they actually purged the group and how they were 





able to maintain operational security as a team.

The only thing else that I can think of from the 6/20 Vac 











Shack meeting was that following the meeting with Adam Fox,

Give me some contexts for this. 
Well the Wolverine Watchman when Paul Bellar was meeting with 


Adam Fox as a representative of the Wolverine Watchman and 





Adam Fox had talked about broadly speaking attacking the 


Capital, the amount of operators, the amount of people that 





he had. When Paul Bellar contributed his advice, on 





tactically speaking how it could be done better and then 


advice on tradecraft this is was a fairly far-reaching 
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discussion about how they were going to react in the Boogaloo 


and when they were going to react. And at the end of the -- 





at that end of the conversation Paul Bellar he said he’s just 
tired about talk -- tired about talking and let’s just do it. 


And what was the reference to it?

So do you remember a series of questions 





about an IED that was built and attempted to be exploded in 











the Wisconsin training that Paul Bellar attended? 
I do. 


Okay. And there were questions about whether Mr. Bellar was 





aware of that building, is that correct? 
There were. 

And was he present when that was being built? 
And he was. 


Okay. But when it was being attempted to be exploded that he 





was in a vehicle with the doors shut, is that correct?

And there was some testimony about some concerns he had about 


kids getting hurt in the area?

questions about whether Pete Musico had C4 and how Mr. Bellar

Sure. So when our source Dan got into the watchman, they had 
been talking about the explosives he had and how he passed 
them around. 

Who is he? 

Excuse me, Pete Musico. And how he had them, Pete at his 


residence in Munith. At one of the trainings in April, May 





timeframe Pete actually brought out a -- a cylinder, which he 





described as C4 and he tossed it to the guys and they passed 
it around. Made a lot of people uncomfortable, and Paul had 
joked about, or I don’t want to say joked, he -- he stated 


that he was uncomfortable the first time Pete brought out his 





C4. And one of the recordings Ty Garbin stated that he 


thought it was actually nitroglycerin, and that caused 














concern because if nitroglycerin isn’t stored properly it 
becomes unstable. So when you throw it around the guys were 
nervous. 


Is it fair to say that Paul Bellar believed that Pete Musico 
had explosives and was tossing it around the room? 
That's correct. 


And he took that seriously, that Pete Musico was in 





possession of C4, is that correct? 
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He did. 





And he believed that the item, that Pete Musico brought out 





was in fact C4, is that correct?

And he was one of 








the ones we were worried most about attacking law enforcement 








in Wisconsin and at the Home Depot in Genesee County. Kind of 
stepping through all the things we did that caused us 
concern. On May 3'4 during the gun buy at Home Depot I was 


concerned that any responding law enforcement officers might 
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encounter Paul Bellar unsuspectingly and he said he was going 


to engage them and then shoot them. So I contacted the 





Genesee County emergency dispatch and asked them to refrain 





from dispatching vehicles in that area to avoid a -- a 
conflict. 

KIRKPATRICK: Your Honor, this has all been 


asked and answered. I -- I understand this is re-direct, I’m 





just trying to speed things around a little it. But this is

There was a string of things that Mr. Kirkpatrick asked you 
about yesterday, about money, he was going to get an put in 
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savings accounts, and how he was going to start fresh in 


South Carolina, is that correct?

He sent a photograph of his ballistic armor 





with an American Flag hung upside down as a distress signal 
from South Carolina. And then later on August 18th he advised 


the Wolverine Watchman leadership through the chat that he 





was still part of that he believed he’d been compromised by 
law enforcement. 

Okay. So let’s stop for a second there. We talked yesterday 
about how you recovered a bunch of items from his apartment, 


is that correct? 





That’s correct. 
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Okay. And during that time there, Mr. Bellar was gone from 


the state, is that correct? 





He had just left, yes. 





So when you just testified about how Mr. Bellar warned the 





group about being compromised, is that what you’re referring 
tO? 

yes. 

Tell me about that? 


So on August 18t Paul Bellar advised the Wolverine Watchman 








leadership that local law enforcement had interviewed his 





roommate and they were asking questions about the Boogaloo 
and code words found in his residence. 
What was he advising the group about? 


He was advising them that law enforcement somehow knew enough 





to ask questions about code words and enough, knew enough 


about him and his involvement in the Boogaloo to a --, to ask 





about it. And then potentially the group itself was 
compromised with a mole on the inside. 


And what was the reaction from the group? 





They wer xtremely upset, they were panicked, they talked 
about a number of different operational security concerns 
they could do. 

Like what? 

They talked about re-vetting the entire group, which they did 


and then they changed to Threema, the different encrypted app 
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and then ultimately Paul Bellar told them that he was going 





to be laying low until the situation resolved itself. 


And what situation? 





The, -- the situation of law enforcement being aware of their 
presence. 

So he gave the group a heads up that hey law enforcement 
might know what’s going on here? 

Correct. 


And what was that warnings purpose? 





The warnings purpose was to let the other members of the 





Wolverine Watchman know so they could change their 
operational security techniques. 

And did they do that? 

They did. 

And was there some sort of a security meeting as a result of 


this warning by Mr. Bellar?

Well on August 23*4, 2020 there was a security meeting at Dan 





Harris’s residence in which all Wolverine Watchman members 





had to bring personal identification information such as 














their lease, their paycheck, stuff to prove they are who they 
are to the group.

Prior to Wisconsin, he hosted a security meeting at this 
residence in which he passed out code words and initiated 
operational security concerns for the Wolverine Watchman. 


Shortly then after that in July 10*®-12t8 he attended th 








training in Wisconsin as a representative of the Wolverine 





Watchman where he addressed the Wisconsin Thr Percenters 








and provided a description of the tradecraft the Wolverine 





Watchman used and how they trained. Beyond that once he did 


in fact leave the state, excuse me before I move to the -- 





beyond Wisconsin I -- I did -- I do recall hearing the

statement he made in the car to our informant in Wisconsin 








saying that he was going to apologize to Joe and patch things 


up. I know his relationship with Joe and his status always 





had drama throughout the group and a -- but his actions spoke 
for themselves as far as representing the Wolverine Watchman. 
Even though this riff had occurred after Adam Fox attended 
the training and there was some big blow up about a 


girlfriend coming to the training, he continued communicating 





with the group, actively engaging with the group, is that 
correct?

Even after he left the state because he gave them the heads 





up and that warning, right?

FBI agents, and police officers, and he wanted to put on 
their uniforms and kill citizens or other law enforcement 
officers in order to create distrust in the public between

So Adam Fox at the meeting, was at the meeting with Bill Null 





and his girlfriend Amanda Keller as representatives from 
Michigan. And following the meeting Adam was named by Barry 


Croft as the leader of the Michigan Regiment, of the Second 





Continental Army and the plan was to recruit other like 


minding individuals for the purpose of phase two which would 





be specific attack planning at a later date. Which ended up 


being in Dublin Ohio. 
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Following this meeting that Joe Morrison and Adam Fox started 








to get together, is that correct?
